Gromyko spoke tome appreciatively at a Kremlin party this 
evening about the Prime Minister’ s message to Khrushchev and did not 
mention our subsequent communication about the I.C.C. report on Viet 
Nam, which he may not have seen by then. 

2. We then discussed the reconvening of the Geneva Conference, which 
was, I said, very much in your mind. I did not know whether the new 
Laotian Government would be ready to attend before the beginning of 
July, but I knew that Mr. Macdonald had been asked to hold himself 
ready and the sooner the Laotian question was finally settled, the 
better this would be. 

3. Gromyko ' agreed, although he said he had not yet thought of any 
particular date. In general, early July seemed to him a good target- 

date.
